25: ^"~TtTw twenty * 
eighth annual general meeting of the 
Cowichan Creamery A—oc la I ion wa* 
held In tho K. of P. lodge room on 
Bnturday. The president. John N. 
Evans. in the chair and about 
seventy member* present, not nearly 
go many as attended last year. , 

The secretary read the notice call¬ 
ing ih’e meeting-, after which min¬ 
utes of previous, meetings through¬ 
out the year were read and adopted. 
The report of the director* and the 
auditor for the year 1928 was sub¬ 
mitted. In thl* report the directors 
stated that they wee* “of opinion 
that the futhre financing of the work 
«f the association will make It neces¬ 
sary for more money to be put back 
Into the buslneas. and they recom¬ 
mended t hat t he Incoming board be 
instructed to go Into the matter and 
present some scheme to the semi¬ 
annual meeting by which the neces¬ 
sary money may be obtained.” There 
was considerable-discussion over this 
point, and the directors* recommen¬ 
dation that the bonus resulting from 
the past year's operations be paid 
In two instalments, fifty per cent In 
March and fifty per cent in Septem¬ 
ber The meeting adopted the report 
without amendment. ^ 

TARIFF ON EGGS 

A resolution wa* passed asking the 
Dominion Government to increase 
the tariff on eggs imported Into Can¬ 
ada to eight cents per dosen. similar 
to the tariff on eggs into the United 
States; also a resolution Protesting 
against the discrimination In the 
freight rates on grain shipped from 
the prairies to Vancouver for export, 
a« against grain shipped for domes¬ 
tic consumption. 

A vote of thanks was passed to tbs 

directors for their services during 
the past year.
